Investigation in captioned matter was predicated upon 
receipt on August 20, 1992 of a referral from the Fraud Section, 
Criminal Division of the United States Department of Justice 
(DOJ). In the referral, DOJ advised on June 18, 1992, the Fraud 
Section received information from OPIC, Office of General Counsel 
to the effect that an unknown person or persons had circulated a 
letter, which purported to be on OPIC letterhead, representing 
that the agency had issued financial guarantees or benefits to 
the ITCG of Sarasota, Florida. In fact, according to the General 
Counsel, OPIC had not issued such benefits; moreover, the agency 
has specifically informed ICDG that OPIC would not issue a 
benefit to the group. The information provided by OPIC seems to 
indicate that someone may be using the fraudulent letter in an 
attempt to misrepresent the financial condition of ICDG. 

OPIC is an agency of the federal government which 

"provides political risk investment insurance to Americans 
investing in foreign ventures. 

Routine records checks and utility checks failed to 
locate any address information for ICDG in Sarasota, Florida. 
Contact with OPIC on August 25, 1992, revealed. ICDG was last 
known to be located at 2201 Cantu Court, Suite 200, Sarasota, 
Florida.

Examination of the allegedly fraudulent OPIC letter, 
dated May 20, 1992, in which the issuance of a performance bond 
is discussed, revealed the fax numbers of OPIC and 1-813-747- 
4098. The indication is the letter was sent by fax from OPIC to 
the above number. The date of May 14, 1992, appears in the fax 
information line. Apparently, a legitimate fax information line 
was used in the fabrication of the May 20, 1992 letter. Since 
the legitimate fax of May 14, 1992 was addressed to 
the logical assumption is that prepared the fraudulent 
May 20, 1992 letter; however, no indication can be found on the 
letter to indicate it was actually sent out through the telephone 
wires as a fax. The receiving number was determined to be 
located at 1401 Manatee Avenue, Bradenton, Florida.

Investigation in captioned matter was predicated upon 
receipt on August 20, 1992 of a referral from the Fraud Section, 
Criminal Division of the United States Department of Justice 
(DOJ). In the referral, DOJ advised on June 18, 1992, the Fraud 
Section received information from OPIC, Office of General Counsel 
to the effect that an unknown person or persons had circulated a 
letter, which purported to be on OPIC letterhead, representing 
that the agency had issued financial guarantees or benefits to 
the ITCG of Sarasota, Florida. In fact, according to the General 
Counsel, OPIC had not issued such benefits; moreover, the agency 
has specifically informed ICDG that OPIC would not issue a 
benefit to the group. The information provided by OPIC seems to 
indicate that someone may be using the fraudulent letter in an 
attempt to misrepresent the financial condition of ICDG. 


ОРТС is an agency of the federal government which 
provides political risk investment insurance to Americans 
investing in foreign ventures. 


Routine records checks and utility checks failed to. 
locate any address information for ICDG in Sarasota, Florida. 
Contact with OPIC on August 25, 1992, revealed ICDG was last 
known to be located at 2201 Cantu Court, Suite 200, Sarasota, 
Florida. :
